COMA AND UMPA 
TO CO-OPERATE 
IN WAR AGAINST 
THE RAILROADS 


Outrageously Extortionate De- 
mands of the Roads 


To Be Fought to a Finish by 
Two Associations 


If I.C. C. Grants no Relief Case 
Will Be Carried to Congress 


“No compromise,” is the slogan of 
UMPA and COMA. , 

“We want all that we are entitled 
to or none,” say the officers of both 
organizations. “Either we are entitled 
to as just and fair rates as other peo- 
ple in other lines or we are not. 


“We propose to have such rates, 
and if the I. Cc. C. refuses us relief 
we will carry our case to Congress, 
and if necessary to the people of the 
United States.” 


In the meantime COMA and UMPA 
are framing an offensive alliance. 


Co-operation is regarded as a wise 
and promising measure. 

At the last meeting of UMPA held 
in New York the following resolutions 
were adopted: 

“Resolved, That a _ representative 
committee from all branches of the- 
atrical enterprises, including produc- 
ing managers, theatrical circuits, 
vaudeville, burlesque and all other in- 
terests, together with representatives 
from organizations collaterally allied 
with theatrical enterprises, and em- 
bracing the Society of American Dra- 
matists and Composers, the Actors’ 
Society, the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employees, Ameri- 
ean Federation of Musicians apd 
others, appear before the railroad as- 
sociations of the roads east of the 
Mississippi in which party rates and 
baggage car charges have been in- 
creased, in a final effort to secure re- 
consideration and readjustment of 
such increase. 

“That, If relief is not granted by 
the roads, immediate formal pro- 
ceedings be had before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, under petition 
of all parties at interest, and such 
other steps be taken as may be nec- 
essary to insure the continuance of 
traveling theatrical attractions.” 

Almost immediately emissaries of 
the roads in C. P. A. and Trunk Line 
territory endeavored to open up ne- 
gotiations for a compromise. 

The railroads know that their de- 
mands are onerous in the extreme. 

It is believed that they were pur- 
posely placed at a prohibitive figure 
so that a compromise on a basis of 
fifty per cent would still give the roads 
all that they hoped to obtain, retain 
and more. 

But there will be no compromise. 

UMPA has collected a very large 
amount of data, with which they hope 


to convince the railroad companies

Intimate and Important Revelations Appertain- 
ing to the Larger and Finer Phases 
of the Business 


The season of 1914-'15 may not be recorded in the annals of the theater 
as one of great significance by the historian, who more often than not is wont 
to deplore the march of progress. A reference to the offerings of the New 
York playhouses of any season between 1876 and 1890 will reveal a grade of 
productivity wholly superior to those on view the past season. The writer has 
before him the “lay-out” of a week in October, 1877, wherein the names of 
Booth, Patti, Lucca, Wachtel, Aimee, the Elder Salvini, Clara Morris, the 
Davenports, Lotta, Maggie Mitchell and other celebrities appear, though but 
fourteen playhouses were then catering to the public. 


The star in that epoch was a necessity. Two of the fourteen theaters were 


conducted as model “stock” houses, yet the roster in each contained a galaxy | 


of famous names. Plays in that day had runs of 200 or 300 nights. Moderate 
successes, such as now are dispatched to the storehouses instanter, were en- 
abled to endure often for several seasons. The life of a “hit” was far more 
prolonged than now. Failures were in the minority. 


Of the first sixteen plays produced in New York City in the fall of 1914 
five were continued in excess of a month, and, strangely enough, three of the 
five are still in evidence, not one of the five featuring a celebrity. On Trial, 
perhaps the most successful of all, was the first effort of a mere youth im- 
bued with the technique of photoplays, who made his impress through writing 
his play backwards. It is conceded that the profits of this play have already 
paid for the cost of the erection of the New Candler Theater, which was really 
built from the profits earned by Quo Vadis. Thus may one comprehend the 
influence of the silent drama on the general scheme of theatricals in this year 
of 1915. In 1877 New York had two opera houses of the Metropolitan grade. 
In one Nielsonn, Cary, Campanini, Maurel and Capone were singing. The profits 
of that season were $150,000. There were no Otto H. Kahns, no million-dollar 
subscriptions. One man, a real impresario fighting for his existence, solved 
the great problems of grand opera year after year without outside support. 

In the other opera house, located on Eighth avenue, Lucca, Di Murska and 
Tamberlik sang to audiences representing an average of $5,000 a performance. 
In the same season Wachtel sang on the Bowery at the Stadt Theater for 
several weeks, packing the big auditorium to the walls, with seats as high as 
$5 each. Over on Sixth avenue Parepa Rosa, with the baritone, Santley, was 
giving opera in English to sold-out houses seven times a week, with no seat 
costing more than $1.50. Two French opera bouffe companies, headed by 
Aimee and Coralie Geoffroy, had an all-season vogue. One operetta by Lecocgq, 
sung in French (Girofle-Girofla), ran 168 nights. All this in a New York of 
about one million souls. 

In 1914-'15 New York, with a population of six millions, had one operatic 
organization while the rest of the country suffered an operatic famine. The 
Century Opera Company, it is true, had a short season in New York and 
Chicago with such disastrous results that its sponsors withdrew support and 
the superb theater on Central Park, West, is already being altered for music 
hall purposes. How large the deficit was at the Metropolitan this year may 
not be conjectured, but it was large enough to force a policy of retrenchment 
not only in New York, but also in Chicago, where capitalists propose to tempt 
fate in the fall at the Auditorium. 

So much for grand opera. 

In the distinctly theatrical field the number of producers today is the 
smallest it has been in thirty years. Five or six firms represent ninety per cent 
of the productivity. Of these Charles Dillingham has been ‘he most success- 
ful, though his operations were restricted. He has scored so big with Chin Chin 
and Watch Your Step that he probably will be revealed in the new season as 
the foremost American manager, with enterprises colossal in character, not 
the least of which will be the Hippodrome spectacles. 

Cohan & Harris prospered, but apart from their production of On Trial 
did not evolve any sensational successes. The Miracle Man, a play regarded 
by many as George Cohan’'s best, did not reach a “sell-out” status. It Pays To 
Advertise gained impetus as its run proceeded, but it was not a Potash and 
Perlmutter at any stage. Hello, Broadway, did as high as $15,000 a week at 
the Astor, but, unlike Chin Chin, business dropped and it was sent to greener 
fields. 

Daddy Long Legs was a draw from the outset, but it was not a Peg o’ 
My Heart, and for a long period of its run the matinees alone held the busi- 
ness up to the paying mark. 

Twin Beds started off so timidly that the Harris syndicate was persuaded 
to revert the play back to the Selwyns, who exploited it with rare tact. Never- 
theless the prolonged run was made possible only through the large purchases 
of seats by a cut-rate magnate. 

Under Cover is the second play to run an entire season at the Cort 
Theater, but its business has been “spotty” for a large part of the period, and 
here again the cut-rate magnate has been first aid. The Selwyns had four 
plays on the boards in New York simultaneously for practically the entire 
Season. All four were “hits,”’ but not one, unless it be Under Cover, at the 
outset of its run had a sell-out six days in the week, and throughout the run 
of two at least seats could be purchased at half price. 

Al H. Woods’ new productions were fewer than usual and nearly all at the 
outset of the season. Of these The Song of Songs was the most prominent, the 
play having been abandoned by the late Charles Frohman. Business, how- 
ever, never reached the high-water mark of the Eltinge Theater, but the play 
held up strong, increasing the weekly gross from $5,000 to $8,000 during the 
early months of 1915. The run, however, was forced and at the end the cut- 
rate king——now a considerable factor in metropolitan amusements—assumed 
the entire risk for several weeks, guaranteeing Mr. Woods a profit, and, so 
it Is stated, making a good margin for himself.

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Shakespeare’s Corner 
By Henry Bayard 


ANTONY AND CLEOPATRA 


A goddess when God was no more, 
or rather, when everybody and every- 
thing was a god; une deesse au temps 
fini de la divinite; such is the appella- 
tion which Madame Sarah Bernhardt 
once coined before me long ago to 
designate that eternal feminine one 
whom history calls Cleopatra. 

“At the touch of a thought of her” 
poets and painters and sculptors rise 
instantly above the very highest of 
their native height to conceive and 
create a masterpiece, for they see in 
her not only the mother, the wife, the 
daughter, the mistress, the maiden: 
they behold the Everlasting Woman. 

Cleopatra! Lilith’s Sister! Until the 
death of the English tongue—that is 
to say, till ceasing cease—Shake- 
speare’s drama on herself and her im- 
perial lover shall have to be read and 
discussed. With the actresses and 
actors of America—I just mean The 
Billboard’s readers—I will then try to 
peruse it. Dai 


It will be good to do so, for it isa 
great work of art. As Swinburne 
says: “Never has Shakespeare given 
such proof of his incomparable in- 
stinct for abstinence from the wrong 
thing as well as achievement of the 
right. He has utterly rejected and dis- 
dained all occasion of setting Cleo- 
patra off by means of any lesser foil 
than all the glory of the world with 
all its empires.” 


Again it is a perennially modern 
play, and it is a well-known fact that 
this queen of all ages is far from be- 
ing dead. You have met her, have you 
not, in many a drawing room and in 
many a home, perhaps in many a 
church, here, there and elsewhere. 
Yes, she is forever on the stage, the 
stage of that theater of life, “that wide 
and universal theater which presents 
more woeful pageants than the scene 
where actors play on;” “that stage 
where every man must play a part.” 
Verily, 


“Age can not wither her, nor custom 
stale 

Her infinite variety. 
cloy 

The appetites they feed, but she 
makes hungry 

Where most she satisfies; for vilest 
things 

Become themselves in her, that the 
holy priests 

Bless her when she is riggish.” 


Notwithstanding the last two lines 
of this quotation I assert that it is 
also a moral play. “Playfully inter- 
esting to our fancy as Shakespeare 
makes the enchantress, he keeps us 
far from a vicious sympathy,” says 
Campbell. The asp at her bosom, that 
lulls its nurse asleep, has no poison 
for human morality. A single glance 
at the devoted and dignified Octavia 
recalls our homage to virtue; but with 
delicate skill he withholds the purer 
woman from prominent contact with 
the wanton queen, and does not, like 
Dryden, or Shaw, bring the two to a 
scolding match. Antony and Cleo- 
patra are made each to fill the body 
and heart of the other with voluptu- 
ous delight, but they are made also 
each for the other’s torment. Their 
sin is still a sin; that is to say, ashes, 
wormwood and death. “Death is the 
word.” Over and above power, pleas- 
ure and pomp there is a law which 
they can not avoid. Shakespeare calls 
it the divine law. He is always in 
harmony with God.

The 
boys were a riot, taking seven bows and stopping the show. Seven min- 
utes in one. 


No. 4—Forrester, Hanna and Higham are responsible for the Gilbert

Dameral sings three songs and dances with 
Myrtle Vail to rather catchy music that has a 
strain of Merry Widow in it to remind the andi- 
ence of Dameral’s early success. Miss Vail’s 
solo dancing is very graceful, and earned her 
generous applause. William Brummell’s four 
girl dancers and four native musicians complete 
the company.

No. 6—Violet Dale gave six impressions of 
stage favorites, and received abundant applause 
following each effort.

Miss Carus 
doesn’t attempt to hide the fact that she is de- 
lighted with the results of her weight reducing 
exercises, and tells the audience al] about it, 
as well as civing them a few demonstrations of 
the ease with which she can bend Over and 
touch the floor without bending her knees. She 
is the same comedienne, and Chicago loves her— 
avoirdupois or not.

CONCERNING CANADA 


Vancouver, B. C., June 8, 1915. 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O. 


Dear Sir—The article, ‘You Must Have Money 
or Don’t Come Around Says Canada,”’ in your is- 
sue of June 5, calls for a little comment, as it 
is in the main misleading. 

A plain statement of the facts of the case as 
given by the women would have been sufficient, 
but no; that wouldn't make a good story, so the 
writer of the article, grasping the opportunity 
to hand a knock to Canada, saw fit to exag- 
gerate matters which amount to untruths. 

For many years prior to this war the immigra- 
tien law of Canada required persons seeking 
admission to Canada to have a certain sum of 
money on their person before being allowed te 
enter, and especially those seeking employment, 
and it is not an ‘extraordinary precaution,"’ 
but is rigidly enforced at all times and irre 
spective of who the person seeking admission 
may be. 

The article lays particular stress on the 
fact that a ticket and berth had been paid for. 
The Canadian Government did not sell the 
tickets and did not know the women were In 
existence until they sought admittance to Can- 
ada, and then they were questioned along wit! 


_every other passenger and failing to meet the 


requirements of the law were refused admit- 
tance. It is unfortunate for the women, but 
it is not because they were actresses, as the 
article tries to convey, but because they did not 
meet the requirements. The Canadian Laws 
sie not side-tracked to meet the particular needs 
of any individual, be he rich or poor. Why not 
blame the railroad company for selling the 
tickets and not carrying the women to their 
destination? No, that would be foolish. Then 
why blame Canada for enforcing the law? It 
weuld be a fine state of affairs to have law en- 
actment without law enforcement. 

I hold no brief for the immigration officials, 
but if they were wrong and the facts, as set 
out in the article, do not prove them to be so. 
the proper course to pursue would have been for 
the women to have taken the matter up with the 
Department at Ottawa, and if the facts justified 
it satisfaction would be given the women and, 
I assure you, they would receive a square deal 
from Ottawa. Instead they air the matter in 
the press without giving the officials an op- 
portunity to deal with the matter, and the seribe 
adds to it for good measure. 

Another statement that is misleading is that 
Canada is not going to allow a cent of money 
to be taken ont of the country that can be con- 
fronted. Canada's slogan, ‘‘Rusiness as Usual,"’ 
is a sufficient answer to that statement and te 
the allegations by the ‘“‘wise ones’’ that there is 
no chance for winning business in the Dominion 
anyhow. All things being equal business in Can 
ada is just as goog as it is in the States, and 
if the ‘‘wise ones’’ have a good show the money 
is here—but possibly not as large as in other 
years, 

Don’t be #0 ready to knock and exaggerate 
matters abont Canada at the slightest oppor 
tunity, but remember she is fighting for her very 
existence at the present time, and do not for 
get in years gone by she has increased the bank 
roll of many of your theatrical people, bot! 
great and small, and has not always got valne 
received, and that efen at the present ashe wi'l 
patronize any good show, but it muat be good. 
and in years to come she will fill your coffers if 
you only treat her right now.

CONCERNING CANADA 


Vancouver, B. C., June 8, 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O. 


Dear Sir—The article, ‘‘You Must Have Money 
or Don't Come Around Says Canada,’’ in your is- 
sue of June 5, calls for a Iittle comment, as it 
is in the main misleading. 

A plain statement of the facts of the case as 
given by the women would have been sufficient, 
but no; that wouldn't make a good story, so the 
writer of the article, grasping the opportunity 
to hand a knock to Canada, saw fit to exac- 
gerate matters which amount to untruth. 

For many years prior to this war the immigra- 
tion law of Canada required persons seeking 
admission to Canada to have a certain sum of 
money on their person before being allowed tv 
enter, and especially those seeking employment, 
and it is not an “extraordinary precaution,"’ 
but is rigidly enforced at all times and irre 
spective of who the person seeking admission 
may be. 

The article lays particular stress on the 
fact that a ticket and berth had been paid for. 
The Canadian Government did net sell the 
tickets and did not know the women were in 
existence until they sought admittance to Can- 
ada, and then they were questioned along wit! 
every other passenger and failing to meet the 
requirements of the law were refnsed admit 
tance. It is unfortunate for the women, but 
it is not because they were actresses, as the 
article tries to convey, but because they did not 
meet the requirements. The Canadian Laws 
sie not side-tracked to meet the particular need« 
of any individnal, be he rich or poor. Why not 
blame the railroad company for selling the 
tickets and not carrying the women to their 
destination? No, that would be foolish. Then 
why blame Canada for enforcing the law? It 
weuld be a fine state of affairs to have law en- 
actment without law enforcement. 

I held no brief for the immigration officials, 
but if they were wrong and the facts, as set 
ont in the article, do not prove them to be so. 
the proper course to pursue would have been for 
the women to have taken the matter up with the 
Department at Ottawa, and if the facts justified 
it satisfaction would be given the women and, 
I assure you, they would receive a square deal 
from (Ottawa. Insteaq they air the matter in 
the press without giving the officials an op- 
portunity to deal with the matter, and the seribe 
adds to it for good measure. 

Another statement that is misleading is that 
Canada is not going to allow a cent of money 
to be taken ont of the country that can be con- 
fronted. Canada's slogan, ‘‘Business as Usual." 
is a sufficient answer to that statement and te 
the allegations by the ‘‘wise ones’ that there is 
no chance for winning business in the Dominion 
anyhow. All things being equal business in Can 
ada is just as good as it is in the States, and 
if the ‘‘wise ones’’ have a good show the money 
is here—but possibly not as large as in other 
years. 

Don’t be «0 ready to knock and exaggerate 
matters about Canada at the slightest oppor 
tunity, but remember she is fighting for her verry 
existence at the present time, and do not for- 
get in years gone by she has increased the bank 
roll of many of your theatrical people, beth 
great and small, and has not always got value 
received, and that efen at the present she wi'l 
patronize any good show, but it must he good, 
and in years to come she will fill your coffers if 
you only treat her right now.

Organization Decreasing Building Debt 


New York, June 21.—The White Rate organi- 
zation held its annual meeting at the clubhouse 
on the night of June 17. The report presented 
by the secretary and commented upon by Presi- 
dent Fogarty showed that the indebtedness of 
the organization bad been reduced by the sum 
of $21,000 in the past year, and that the White 
Rats are in a flourishing condition. 

The meeting was addressed by Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federation of 
Labor, and by Mr. Frayne, the organizer of 
the same body. Mr. Gomper’s remarks were 
in the nature of an advisory address. He stated 
that in his opinion all, from artists to scene 
shifters, in the profession should be affiliated in 
some form with themselves and al! other 
branches of labor so that their opinions might 
have greater weight, their aspirations a wider 
scope and their proper ambitions be furthered 
through cobesion and ama)gamation. 

Mr. Frayne spoke along somewhat similar 
lines, and their remarks were given close at- 
tention to the end that future consideration on 
these subjects might not be clouded. 

As this meeting was in the nature of a by- 
election, the executive officers being elected for 
a two-year term, only four directors were 
eligible for election and the names of four 
candidates were placed in nomination for office 
during the coming year. The election of these 
will be had by a vote through the mail and 
will be announced later.

“The time seems to have arrived for a change 
in the sentiment of the popular song,"’ says The 
New York Sun. ’ 

“The cycle has not yet been sufficiently com- 
pleted to make it safe to predict that the songs 
about mother will soon be in fashion, The 
‘mother song’ had such a long popularity and 
every phase of that sentimental subject was s 
ecmpletely used up that it will take years te re- 
store the theme to general favor. 

“The prevailing syncopation was better suited 
at first to songs of a frivolous nature. So the 
sentimental ditty in the preponderance of the 
demoralizing ragtime had to give way to a sub- 
ject suited to such musical treatment. Thus 
there has for several years been little or ne 
amorous or serious note in any of the badd 
rhymes and worse grammer in which the 
thoughts of the song writers are expressed. he 
overdone moon songs, which had their share of 
syneopation, were the last to make any pretense 
of serious sentiment, 

“But there has arisen among the composers 
of syncopation one who is able to adapt the Ie- 
mentations of the lover or the reproaches of 
the forsaken to the seething tempo of the pre- 
valling rhythms. So great has been his success 
in uniting these two beloved elements in the 
popular song that there seems to impend a new 
kind of ditty which shall unite characteristics 
nt one time regarded as irreconcilable. Raz- 
time and sentimentality have clasped hands, 
and there is bound to be a liberal supply of the 
new fashioned song. 

“The most encouraging feature of this union 
is the fact that it seems to portend a gradual 
and maybe distant but nevertheless certain 
satiety of the rhythm in which comic songs have 
been written for several years. And therein lies 
cause for gratitude."’

The theater was rented outright by one of the 
Mutual Film Corporation's allied concerns (The 
Epoch Film Corp.), of which Messrs. Aitkin and 
Griffith are the heads. 


At the New York Theater Al H. Woods under- 
took a venture which was watched with intense 
interest by all of his colleagues. John Mason 
and a cast of well-known players was presented 
in Big Jim Garrity, at a scale of prices just 
one-half of that prevailing in first-class theaters. 
Business the first week was to the capacity de- 
spite that the New York had been converted 
cver night from a ‘‘pop’’ vaudeville house to a 
“dellar’’ playhouse. Nothing was proved by the 
failure to draw people for four weeks to see 
what was really a melodrama of the ‘ten,

William A. Brady operated on his usual 
seale, his biggest production being given at the 
Manhattan Opera House, where Life played to 
large receipts for several months. Brady, as 
usual, had “hits’* in both of his own playhouses, 
but neither The Law of the Land, at the Forty- 
eighth Street, or Sinners, at the Playhouse, conld 
have been given such prolonged runs without the 
help of the ent-rate policy, which Mr. Brady 
believes in; at least he has stated publicly that 
he has not found it injurious to himself. 

One of the most interesting events of the sea-

original ealeulations. Moreover, Mr. Brady has 
anneunced that he will devote this theater to 
revivals of oli favorites in the repertoire of De 
Wolf Tepper, such as Wang, Panjandram and 
Cinderella at School.

Tha” o'er the files and musters of the war 

Have ghow'd like plated Mars, pow bend, now 
turo 

The office and, devotion of their view 

Upon a tawny front; bis captain's beart 

Which in the scuffies of great fights hath bur+t 

The buckles on his breast, repeges all temper, 

Aud is become the bellows and the fan 

To cool a gypsy'’s lust. Look where they come! 

Take but good pete, and you shall see in him 

The triple pillar of the world transform'd 

Into a strumpet's fool. Behold and see! 

“Bebold and see!" And hear the first ut- 
terances of the pair: 

Cleopatra—If it be love indeed, tell me how 
much, 

Antony—There's beggary in the love that can 
be reckoned. 

Cleopatra—I'I set a bourn bow far to be be- 
ke ved. 

Antony—Then must thou needs find out new 
heaven, and new earth. 

With news from Rome a messenger comes; 
but news from home ‘‘grates’’ the infatuated! 
soldier and husband. Cleopatra, however, begs 
him to hear them; she wants to know, she neels 
to know whether ‘‘hie faith anfaithful’’ will con 
tinue ‘‘falsely true’’ in spite of appeals from 
Octavius, the triumvir, or from Fulvia, the 
wife. Will marital love stand higher than 
adulterous passion? Will Roman patrictiem 
tower over human proflicacy?

Fulvia, perchance, is angry; or who knows 

If the scarce-dearded Caesar have not sent 

His powerful mandate to you, Do this or this: 

Take in that kingdom and enfranchise that; 

Perform’t, or else we damn thee? 

Perchance,—-nay, and most Iike,— 

You must not stay here konger, your dismiesion 

Is come from Caesar; therefore bear it, Antony. 

Where's Fulvia's process? Cseesar's? I would 
say?

Call in the messengers. As I am Egypt's queen,

One reason, you may be sure, is be- 
cause the booking agent has by long 
experience found most vaudeartists 
so trying and difficult that he loathes 
them as a class. He refuses to deal 
direct with any of them because so 
many of them are needlessly, wantonly 
disagreeable and troublesome. 

Broken time, long and disagreeable 
jumps and all the disabilities under 
which artists labor are largely due to 
this same cause. 

The tragedy of it all is that the 
worst offenders escape reprisals and 
the displeasure of the agents is visited 
upon so many innocent and unoffend- 
ing artists. 


And that, too, is lunk-headed. 


criminal class, but are simply those 
who have, for one reason or another, 
arrived at the foot of the same class 
to which we all belong, either because 
they did not have the opportunities 
and advantages of the rest of us or 
because they have failed to take ad- 
vantage of such opportunities as came 
to them. 

As we can not stop Congress and 
the Legislatures from grinding out 
laws, we must do the next best thing, 
i. e., provide these delinquents with 
the Public Defender.

toxicants Wil! Be Barred Next Year 


WILL REFUSE CONTRACTS 


Declares Heavy Loss Will Follow Action of 


‘Trust's’ Directors 

The end of the Government's suit against the 
Billposters’ Association is still afar off. The 
feature of last week's testimony was that of 
Donald G. Ross, of New York City. According 
to him no advertisements of intoxicating liquors 
will be placed on the billboards of the Associated 
Billposters and Distributors of the United 
States and Canada after the close of this year. 

Mr. Koss was a witness for the Billposting 
Association, dissolution of which is being 
sought by "the Government on the ground that 
it is a trust in violation of the Sherman Act. 
The witness is president of the Associated Bill- 
posters and Distributors’ Protective Company, 
the oldest and largest of the official licensed 
solicitors of the alleged trust. 


At the last meeting of the Poster Associa- 
tion Mr. Ross said the Board of Directors voted 
to prohibit all advertisements of intoxicating 
liquors and medicines and devices of a certain 
class. He said that his company must discon- 
tinue nine contracts, and that it had been com- 
pelled to refuse other contracts which would 
become effective December 31, 1915. 

The history of the association since his con- 
nection with it was given in detail by Mr. 
Ross. In 1908, he said, there were forty-three 
licensed solicitors. There were only twelve in 
1911, and a year later the number was reduced 
to six. He eaid the business of his company 
in 19083 amounted to about $70,000, and in 1914 
amounted to $1,400,000

When the bill was introduced in the Legisla- 
ture the companies were told that “it hadn't 
a chance to pass.’’ and so the ‘‘movie” men 
gave little attention to it. Now that it has 
passed, however, the picture men have gotten 
together and hope to bave an interview with 
Governor Dunne tomorrow, at which time they 
will request him to veto the bill. 

The bill provides that all films in use now 
must be approved by the State board, which 
méane at least seven or eight months’ work for 
the State censors before the films already made 
ean be officially approved. At the end of this 
time they will be ready to take up the new 
films, which will have been accumulating at the 
rate of twenty-five per day. and this means 
that all films will be from seven to eight months 
old before they can be placed upon exhibition 
in Chicago. 

Two censor boards are now exercising juris- 
diction over films in Chicago and the addition 
of a third is looked upon as a bardship, inas- 
much as the ‘“‘movie’’ men are not in @ position 
te have their films remain idle for months at 
a time. 2 

Every film company in Chicago will join in 
asking Governor Dunne to disapprove the Olson 
bill. 

Film companies are able to see in the bill 
only the purpose to create more State jobs and 
put additional patromage at the disposal of the 
Secretary of State. The charge to be made for 
censoring each reel of 1,000 feet is $1. The 
Chicage police board charges fifty cents.

COMBINATION 4 


$4,000,000 Company Will Be Incorporated To 
Control Output of D. W. Griffith, Thos. Ince, 
Mack Sennett—Direct Competition With 
$2.00 Legitimate Theaters Indicated 


New York, June 17.—Financial and theatrical 
circles were startled yesterday by reports of 
a new group of powerful forces in Wall street, 
who are effecting a combination of motion pic- 
ture productions, to be placed in competition 
with the principal theaters of the country. 

It develops that a company will be incor- 
porated here in a day or two to control the 
output of three of the foremost motion picture 
directors in the world, 

H. E. Aitken, president of the company which 
financed the motion picture sensation, The Birth 
of a Nation, is credited with bringing about 
the deal. He has amalgamated the services ot 
D. W. Griffith, the creator of this big picture; 
Thomas H. Ince, whese work in reproducing 
frontier scenes in the West is well known, and 
Mack Sennett. creator of the world-famous 
Keystone comedies. These directors will turn 
out pictures which are to be included in weekly 
programs in a chain of theaters where the $2 
seale of prices will prevail. 

A $4,000,000 company has been formed, with 
Mr, Aitken at its head, and associated with 
him will be a group of financiers who are mak- 
ing their entry into the financial end of the 
motion picture business. Mr, Aitken yesterday 
refused to discuss these reports. He admitted, 
however, that a combination is forming in which 
Messrs. Griffith, Ince, Sennett. Baumann, Kes- 
sel, new Wall street interests, and the Western 
Import Co., of London, England, will be the 
leading figures. 


Fr a reliable source it is learned that the 
plan’ is to make the new organization the 
largest thing yet conceived to develop the mo- 
tion picture industries. The headquarters will 
be in New York, with branch offices in London, 
Paris, Vienna, Petrograd, Rome, Barcelona and 
South America. 

The new combination has acquired control 
of a chain df theaters through the world, with 
a control house on Broadway, New York, where 
the attractions will be given their first show- 
ing. These productions will be put forth on 
an elaborate scale and are to be presented at 
the same prices as are charged for the best 
class of spoken dramas, 

The three directors who will supervise the 
new productions have long been recognized as 
pre-eminent in their respective fields. Prominent 
stars of the American and European stage have 
been engaged, along with several motion picture 
stars. Celebrated authors and illustrators will 
provide Messrs. Griffith, Ince and Sennett with 
the required material to be placed upon the 
screen. Famous composers will work in con- 
junction with these forces to supply the musical 
accompaniments to the different stories. It is 
said that the new directors have already pro- 
duced sufficient material to supply the organi- 
zation’s immediate demands for launching the 
new campaign. Everything they produce will 
be under the exclusive control of the new 


company and will be routed over the chain of 
theaters to be merged with the combination. 


FREULER TO SUCCEED AITKEN? 


New York, June 19.—There is every indica- 
tion that John R. Freuler will be elected presi- 
dent of the Mutual Film Corporation, succeed- 
ing Harry E. Aitken, at the directors’ meet- 
ing to be held in this city next Wednesday. 

The election at the Mutual stockholders’ meet- 
ing in Richmond last week of J. W. Smith, of 
New York, and 8. M, Field, of Milwaukee, as 
directors, both of whom are reported in sym- 
pathy with Mr. Freuler’s ideas and polices, 
gives Freuler control of the situation. Inci- 
dentally “it also brings about the split in the 
Mutual that has been prophesied for some 
months past, Aitken having announced yester- 
day the formation of a new combination 
which will include the New York Motion Pic- 
ture Corporation and Griffith interests, now 
affiliated with the Mutual. 

John G. Freuler is president of the North 
American Film Company and vice-president of 
the American Film Manufacturing Company, 
and is considered one of the most able and 
energetic men connected with the industry.

very fine effective picture might have cost less 
to make than a big pretentious subject which 
falls flat. Now, each of these has its market, 
and fairness dictates that they bring revenue 
according to results, not according to expense 
sheets. 


“I have spent many weeks examining sub- 
jects made by free lance makers, who ask noth- 
ing more than modest profit as an incentive to 
continue in the field. I am bound to say there 
can be no shortage of excellent pictures. I was 
angered at the high quality and the unquestion- 
able responsibility that I met. In fact, I have 
already secured a few subjects from these 
sources. Among them is a four-reel version of 
Enoch Arden, which will take quarter from 
none I have ever seen. I might say that Harbor 
Lights and In the Ranks are titles of two more 
which are fit to support any program in ex- 
istence. I have also secured some films showing 
daring work with wild beasts that will give 
recommendation to any source of supply. I 
have decided to open the door wide on the 
basis that the exhibitor pays for no more than 
he receives and the maker gets what his efforts 


of consideration, and just as there will be no 
limit on length, so will I accept all classes of 
subjects, from scenics to classics." 


Mr. Rosenbluh says that film makers desiring 
releases are welcome to consult bim personally, 
his projection rooms being ready at all hours 
for inspection of films. 


JOINS WORLD FILM FORCES 


New York, June 19.—George D. MacIntyre, 
who, for eight years, was secretary of the 
Actors’ Society, and in charge of their engage- 
ment department, has been registering splendid- 
ly in filmdom. He played a small part in the 
World Film-William A. Brady feature, The Face 
in the Moonlight, with Robert Warwick. Mr. 
MacIntyre will be in Mr. Capellani’s new pic- 
ture, The Impostor—hbaving been engaged even 
before the scenario was started. His pronounced 
Scotch dialect, which has interfered with Mr. 
MacIntyre in many theatrical productions, goes 
for naught in pictures, and it looks as if the 
screen has a big future for Mr. MacIntyre. 


The best director in the world will occaslonally 
turn out a4 weak number, and what is the result? 
For years I have watched exhibitors paying 
for a brand and a date. One week they will be 
satisfied and the next they will be disappointed. 
The price they pay is reculated by the age of 
the picture, and beyond that both the exhibitor 
and the renter strike a stone wall. For while 
renter agrees in the principle that a weak pic- 
ture is not worth the price paid for a good 
production, it must be borne in mind that he 
pays the same price for all of them. 

“TY have found a way out of it, and variety 
class films will be the practice of the preach- 
ment. I hold open to producers the gateway 
to the market. I offer to exhibitors pictures 
in single and multiple reels which they pay for 
only according to the class of the picture. 
Length does not make a film a feature, and 
only the quality of the offering wil) determine 
what class the picture shall belong in. I note 
that in the past, and even today, gn attempt 
is being made to create Class A and B in fea- 
ture subjects, but from my experience I con- 
tend that such division falls short of require- 
ments. Class as to quality alone allows of at 
least six divisions, and length provides six 


more, and the character of a subject should 
provide another half dozen. I believe that 
thorough classification is the final answer to 


the ‘get what you pay for’ rule that regulates 
other lines of business. You can manufacture 
hosiery, for instance, at a uniform cost. You 
know while making it what it will bring in

His first experience in the show 
business was with the Ringling Bros. 

His first venture in journalism was a Chicago 
representative of The Billboard. 

He then started his own paper, called The 
Show World. and after it was discontinued he 
became Western manager of The Clipper. 

In order to silence and set at rest all reports 
to the contrary, John B,. Warren wants it 
distinetly understood that a thorough investiga- 
tion of Patrick's accounts with the Showmen’s 
League. made by A. T. Wright. secretary pro 
tem. discloses everything ts absolutely straight.

The fuueral of Warren Augustus Patrick wae 
held this afternoon at 2:30, from Hamburg’s 
Chapel, 4649 Prairie avenue. There was a 
wealth of flowers, They were banked beside 
the casket and on the rostrum, and transformed 
the chapel into a bower of beauty. The service 
began with a song by Miss Crawford, Come 
Unto Me and Rest, followed by the reading of 
the first chapter of Third Corinthians by the 
Rev. Jos. A. Milburn pastor of the Plymouth 
Congregational Church. Miss Crawford then 
Sang Beyond, the Dawn, and then Mr. Milburn 
gave one of the most beautiful talks on death 
and the passing of Warren A. Patrick's spirit . 
to the great beyond that I ever heard. He 
paid high tribute to him as a man, a busband, 
a father and a friend, and spoke of his clean- 
thinking and brilliant mind. He said that he 
(Patrick) could express the most beautiful 
thoughts in the most exquisite manner of any 
one it had been his privilege to know. He 
spoke directly to the widow, and. while not 
glossing over any of Patrick’s faults, mentioned 
them as merely little clouds across a June sky, 
wherein the clouds are eutirely forgotten and 
only the remembrance of the beautiful summer 
day remains. He said Pat’s faults were not 
those of the ordinary man. but were more 
those of the idealist and dreamer, whose finer 
nature and mind were more highly strung and 
attuned to the ideal rather than the material 
things of life. Following the address McKinley 
Lodge F. & A. M. took charge and conducted 
the Masonic bBarial service. On arriving at 
California, Mo., the Masonic Lodge at that place 
will meet the funeral party, consisting of the 
immedjate family and William J. Sweeney. rep- 
resentative of the Showmen’s League, and take 
charge of the burial services.

How many remember the time Jolly Frank 
Bostoek’s old elephant got into tne paint kit 
in the box stall at Toledo? She was the funniest 
looking animal you ever saw, and had all the 
colors of thre rainbow on her. 

Big Ned Green, who used to handle the Streets 
of Cairo on the Bostock and Ferari shows, season 
1899, bad the front of the Streets of all Nations 
in Omaha, 1898, has been in Friseo fur a great 
number of years. He now has four taxis and 
three large hotel autos at the ferry in waiting 
for those that want the best. He still likes to 
talk about the old carnival days, though now 
retired, 

How many remember the old Bomeck & Ferari 
Shows of the season of 18007 Just like a circus: 
had its own cookhouse; everyone was paid s0 
much and eat “on the lot’’—and we had good 
eats at that. Adolph Seaman had the Maze 
aud Was assistant manager; Vic Levette was 
the manager; Dolly Lyons had the Moulin 
Rouge; big Ned Green had the Streets of Cairo; 
Harry €. Wilbur had the Darkness and Dawn 
SLow; old Daddy Badge, from Detroit, was 
manager of the Animal Ahbow, with Professor 
Hopkins on the from snd Harry was the best 
in those days, and only gave way to George 
Jounsen as the greatest talker on animals in 
the business. The Flying Belfords was one of 
the free acts. 

The old Steeplechase was one of the riding de- 
vices, and later on, with the P. J. Mundy Shows, 
it jumped the track in Paducah, Ky., and hurt 
three or four people. After this it was shipped 
all over the United States, and was finally soid 
te BE. J. Arnold, at Portland, Ore., for freight 
ebarges, and is stil) in use. 

I wonder if Jim Patterson still bas the “hurdy 
gurdy"’ that Jim Bostock imported years ago? 
It was a great riding device—the like has never 
been seen jn this country before nor since—and 
was a great credit tand some change-getter) 
te any carnival or fair. 

| would like to ask Jim Patterson if the Pat- 
terson & Brainard Sbowe were not organized in 
1901, at Colorado Springs—then jumped te Jop- 
lin, Mo.? The week before (Colorado Springs 
we were al] at Salt Lake's first big carnival, the 
Merchants’ Carnival. It was promoted by Gene 
Larry and yours truly. Turtle George, Brain- 
ard@’s Electric Pountain, Patterson’s ferris wheel 
‘a Conderman at that), West's Snake Show, 
cook's Jew-ru-salem, Rogers & Delgarian’s 
Streets of Cairo, Wilbur’s Idels of Art (7?) and 
a Wild West Show were the features at Salt 
Lake. Oh, yes, I almost forget George Mosher 
and Ed Foley's Lunette Show. They jumped 
from (arson City, Nev., to make it, and jumped 
back again. Say. did it ever dawn upon apy 
of the carnival men of today that some of these 
mentioned had seme hard time to get the na- 
tives used to carnivals, and that they are as 
meeh entitled to be called ploneers as the men 
who drove the ox teams across the plains? Well, 
ask Dad Brainard «God bless him if he is still 
alive), Jim Patterson, Ed M. Foley (the old 
Veteran now passed away), and “Rig Steve” 
(jaskill (his name was Frank, but he was called 
“Big Steve’). Just ask any one that knew 
‘lint Work! what a time he had. Ask if they 
remember the time his elephants were stolen in 
Rochester, N. Y. Ali this happened before the
